21ST ANNUAL F.C. C. REPORT 


The 2lst Annual Report of the Federal Communications Commission has just been” 
issued. For those of us who are interested in communications (and I guess we 
are) this report should be found interesting - even some of the statistics 

which normally are about as dry as the Sahara. Communications in this country , 
have grown astoundingly and it is doubtful if some realize just how much com- 
munications potential this country has. 


To begin with, the FCC now has 1,400,000 authorizations in the field with more 
than 1,100,000 operators licenses, of which 156,000 are amateurs. The largest 
and fastest growing service is the Safety and Special Radio Services with over 
300,000 authorizations. Tnese are police, fire, nighway ane eareree ships, 
aircraft, transportation, etc. as well as the amateurs. | 
Telephone-wise, the country has really expanded. Nearly 200 million calls are 
_- handled daily by. 54 million telephones. Six million miles of telephone circuit 
is micro-wave. Mobile telephone systems exceed 600. There is a telephone 
connection overseas to over 100 different points. Submarine telephone cables 
are being laid between North America and Europe, U.S. and Alaska and the U.S. 
and Hawaii. The telephone industry has tripled since 1940; its gross invest- .- 
ment is now $16 million and its annual revenue exceeds “5 billion. In the 
District of Columbia there are 537,500 telephones (all but 1990 of which are 
the Bell System) divided £253,500 for business and 284,000 for residence use. 


Western Union now has over £0,000 "desk-fax" sets and £2,000 teleprinter tie- 

lines in business use. |

by small boat operators using a radio telephone distress channel for idle 

chit-chat, often with obscene and profane language. . . . Commission encourage- 

ment of local TVI Committees has resulted in 437 such groups functioning in 

412 communities. .. . At the years end, <8 TV towers 1000 feet or more in’ 

height were in operation and 13 others were under construction including a 

1,521 foot tower at Dallas. Proposal for a 1,993 foot tower at Selma, Alabama 

was designated for hearing. Another applicant proposes one £,005 foot high 

at Louiseville, Kentucky. . . . In connection with"fee-TV" filings have been 

more voluminous than in any previous docket case with more than 25,9000 formal 

_._.documents, letters, etc. filling nearly 70 reference volumes. 


Though the amateur radio operator is often the popular suspect when local TV 

interference develops, it is the Commission's observation and experience that 
only about 10% of the interference is due to "hams" and they are quick to co- 
operate in remedying trouble. | 


In 1952 an amendment was made to the Communications Act which prevents the , 
Commission as a body or individual from seeking legal, engineering or accounting 
advice from its respective office heads on problems involved in pending pro- 
ceedings. This has hampered the Commission greatly in its work. (Ed. Notes
